PRESIDENTS AT DINNER, 


The White House Steward Describing 


the Tabic Habits of Hayes, Garficid 
and Arthur. 


I had an interesting chat, writes a 
Washington correspondent, with Mr. 
Crump, steward of the White House 
under Hayes and Garfield. Said he. 
“The position of ¢ward of the White 
House pays $1,8 a year, and it was, 
under Hayes, a very nice position, 
The steward has the full charge of the 
White House. He is responsible for 
everything. He must see about the 
table, attend to the catering and keep 
the servants and the house in order. 
When Hayes and Garfield were at its 
head the position was easier than now, 
on account of the good hours they 
kept. Each of them had his last meal 
over by 6 o’clock, or a little later, and 
we got through dish-washing by 8, so 
that the men could go away. Of 


‘course, I refer to ordinary days when 


there were no state dinners. Mr. Ar- 
thur has his dinner between 8 and 9 
o'clock, and his friends often sit at the 
table until 12 and 1 o’clock. The hours 
are all changed now. 

“President Garfield was very plain 
in his diet. He came into the White 
House with dyspepsia, and he was 
doctoring all the time up until he was 
shot. He ate no rich food and was 
particular about his hours. He had 
breakfast at 8:30 in the morning, when 
he would eat a good beefsteak and 
some baked potatoes with cream poured 
over them. This was a favorite dish 
of Garfield's, and it was one which he 
ate when he could eat nothing else. It 
is delicious, and far surpasses baked 
potatoes and good butter. Then Gar- 
field was also fond of a little nice 
bacun fried to a crisp, and this with a 
few side dishes made up his breakfast- 
Dinner he ate at 3 p.m., and this meal 
was much the same as his breakfast. 
He always had his beefsteak, and 
neither he nor Mrs. Garfield were big 
eaters. About 7 o’clock he had tea 
and this was a very light meal also. 
There was generally sume one present 
to dine with the family, but there was 
no wine in the Whité House during 
the Garfield administration.” 

“Tell us something about Hayes.” 

“During the administration of Hayes 
there was wine used at only one din- 
ner, and that was at the one given to 
the Grand Duke Alexis. During their 
family meals there was never wine on 
the table nor was there any at the 
state dinners. The Hayes family were 
good livers, and they were also great 
entertainers. Durifig the last three 
months of Hayes’ term there was an 
average of thirty-seven at each dinner, 
and he always had a house full of 
guests.” 

“It costs a good deal to run the 
White House, I can tell you, and Ar- 
thur will have to havea great many 
things sent in by the neighbors if he 
carries much of hissalary away. Hayes 
had a number of friends, such as Major 
McKinley of Ohio and others, who had 
a standing invitation to be present at 
his family dinner. He never set the 
tables for less than fourteen, and they 
were generally full. So you want to 
know what Hayes ate?’ continued Mr. 
Crump. “Well, his hours were break- 
fast at 8 or half-past 8, lunch at 1, and 
dinner at 6. He was a great lover of 
oatmeal and grits, and we always had 
these on the table as a part of the 
breakfast. Then, we would have fruit 
in the season, good steak or mutton 
chops, buckwheat or corn cakes.” 

‘Was Hayes much of acandy eater ?”’ 
I asked. 

“What ?” replied the steward; “why, 
sir, he had a sweeter tooth than any 
child in America. All of the family 
are very fond of candy, and we always 
had it on the dinner-table. It was of 
the assorted kinds, and it was eaten of 
liberally. Mr. Hayes did not like pork. 
He said he had had enough of it in the 
army to do him a life-time. Mr. Hayes 
was a pleasant man to work for, and 
Mis. Hayes was one of the kindest 
ladies the White House ever had, I 
kept a list of all the callers upon Mrs. 
Garfield, and some of those who called 
upon Mrs. Hayes. At one of Mrs. 
Garfield’s receptions Guiteau was 
present.” 

“Is the position of steward a desira- 
ble one?” 

“Not very at this time. The work 
is very hard. In addition to the cater- 
ing and seeing that the house is kept 
in order, the steward has to watch the 
relic-hunters. It is outrageous how 
strangers will cut and destroy the fur- 
niture. We often found the carpets 
cut after a big reception, and it was a 
common thing to see a hole cut out of 
a lace curtain. Sometimes the chairs 
would be cat, and at one time a piece 
large enough to make @ cane was 
broken out of a sofa back. In the east 
room, just under the mantle, there are 
a number of little carved, gilt knobs 
which screw into the wood-work, and 
at one reception seventeen of them 


were stolen.” 


In some South American earth- 
quakes the wall of water raised by the 
first shock has reached the almost in- 
credible height of 200 feet, and suc- 
cessively smaller walls have rapidly 
followed to the shore in a gradual 
diminuendo, till at last the undulations 
died away to a méreripple. Occasion- 
ally these big waves have radiated out- 
ward right across the entire face of the 
Pacific, to be recorded in Japan (ac 
cording to Professor Milne) twenty- 
five hours afterward, at a distance of 
nearly 9,000 miles from the original 
centre of disturbance—not bad time as 
ocean travelling goes, The Java wave 
hot only entire coast of 
India, but ran up to Hooghly helf-way 
to the ghats of Calcutta, and even 
made itself felt in the port of Aden. 
It was also noted in South Africa and 
‘at Mauritius. Curiously enough, the 
great earthquake of Lisbon produced 
no visible effect on land in England, 
but it jarred and shook all the rivers, 
lakes and canals, so that the water in 
them oscillated violently for some time 
from no visible external reason, Loch 
‘Lomond rose and fell two and a half 
feet with every wave for five minutes; 
Coniston Water dashed itself wildly 
about as if it expected it was going to 
be made into a reservoir for the supply 
of still infantile Manchester ; and the 
bargees on the Godalming Canal were 
only prevented from supposing that a 
steam launch had just passed over the 
course by considerations of historical 
propriety (highly praiseworthy in men 
of their profession), owing to the fact 
that steam launches themselves had 
not yet begun their much objurgated 
existence, This curfous effect is, of 
course, due to the greater mobility of 
liquids, just as a very slight jar which 
would not visibly affect the substance 
of the table will make the water in the 
finger-glasses rise and fall with a slight 
rhythmical motion. Indeed, it was 
similarly noticed at the time of the 
Lisbon catastrophe that in distant 
places where no other effect was pro- 
duced, chandeliers, and eyen rows of 
tallow candles hung up in shops, began 
to sway to and fro slowly, after the 
fashion of a pendulum, about the time 
when the earthquake might be ex- 
pected to have reached their neighbor- 
hood. The fact that they were hang- 
ing freely from above made them 
easily susceptible to the slightest 
tremor which would not otherwise 
have been perceptible. Ardent seis- 
mologists might improve this hint by 
practicing as much as possible upon 
the trapeze.— Cornhill Magazine, 


A New. Potato. 

Our cultivated potatoes are derived 
from Solanum tuberosum, and we have 
new varieties of these bythe dozens 
every year. The European journals 
now announce an entirely new species 
of Solanum with edible tubers, Sol- 
anum Ohroudi, so named from the 
person who discovered it onan unin- 
habited island at the mouth of the 
River La Plata, in South America. 
This new potato has been tried at 
Brest, in the north of France, and ap- 
pears to have qualities which may be 
of value when it has been improved 
by careful culture. Among others, it 
promises to be hardy, and when once 
established it remains in the soil from 
year to year. It remains to be seen if 
this is a desirable property. Think of 
a potato becoming a weed, and forcing 
its tubers upon us whether we wish 
them or not! The dwarf habit of the 
vine, not exceeding a foot in height; 
its freedom from disease,and its hardi- 
ness, all make it worthy of being 
‘thoroughly tested. On the other hand, 
the difficulty of rooting it out when 
once planted will make our planters 
cautious of it, should it be introduced 


among us. 


Reading An Hour a Day.

Single Oysters Weiching Three Pounds 
~—Single Clams that Five Men Lugged 
Into a Dining Moom. 


“Speaking about shells, now,” said 
an eminent conchologist to a New 
York Sun reporter, holding up a mag- 
nificent orange shell as if it were a 
gem, and breathing upon it preparato- 
ry to polishing it with achamois skin, 
“reminds me of a practical joke that 
some friends of mine got up a little 
while ago. You see, we hadaclub of 
shell men and met in each other’s 
houses once a week, and once a year 
we gave a dinner, to which each mem-

were Englishmen, and as one of them 
had expressed a desire to see something 
of American oysters, and the other had 
inquired about clam bakes, it was de 
cided to give them a surprise, and to 
say we did so don’t express it.

refused, and the next course was 
brought on, every one looking as sober 
as afuneral.

The 
courses was baked clams, a la Rhode 
Island, and, as before, 1t took two men 
to bring in each plate, piled with clams 
so enormous that it fairly took one’s 
breath away, and the Englishmen 
looked on in downright horror, By 
actual measurement each clam was 
nearly a foot in length, and nearly all 
weighed more than six pounds. By 
the time a half dozen plates were 
brought in the table was about covered. 
The victims sat there in helpless 
amazement, while the rest pretended to 
pitch in. Did they eat them? I should 
say not. Nobody noticed them, and 
finally, when they had eaten some 
small clams that had been tucked in 
for their benefit, the monsters were 
cleared away. The next course was 
called devilled tridacna, and one of the 
guests being urged to try some, a mo. 
ment later five waiters came struggling 
through a door with an enormous ‘half 
shell of aclam, that actually weighed 
250 pounds. This was lifted to the 
table and put before the now thorough- 
ly demoralizei Englishmen, who 
looked so utterly dumbfounded that the 
whole party broke into a roar of laugh- 
ter. They then saw they were the vic- 
tims of a joke, and took it well. 


“But how about those big clams? 
Were they made up?” asked the visi- 
tor. 

“Not a bit of it,” was the reply. 
“They were, I guess, the first of the 
newly discovered edible clams of the 
Pacific that had ever been brought to 
New York orthe East. They have 
been known for some time, but not to 
the general public A _ naturalist 
traveling some months ago near Puget 
Sound found that the geoducks, as 
they were called, were considered of 
the soft clam race. Just think of a 
common soft clam about a foot in 
length containing a mass of flesh weigh- 
ing more than six pounds. In taste 
they don’t seem like ordinary clams, 
but rather like crab boiled, or the 
Southern salt water crawfish or whip 
lobster. When you go clamming for 
these giants you have a day’s work 
ahead of you. In the first place you 
can get at them only at certaiu times 


where there is extreme low tide, and 
then you want a gang of men or a

scientific name for them is Glycinieris, 


and it is said they are c> fine that an 
establishment for canning them is to 
be started. One weighing seven or 
eight pounds would fill up sixteen half- 
pound cans. Attempts are also being 
made to introduce the great clam on 
the Eastern coast, as it is found that 
they can be carried ten or twelve days 
in seaweed. Soin years to come you 
may, in ordering a clam bake, be 
Served with a single geoduck, and have 
to call in help to finish it. 

“The geoduck has only one rival, the 
great tridacna that we bad brought on; 
but this is more like our Little Neck 
clam in its make up; that is, it has.a 


Strong, pbick. shel), like many 
shells, eth-like 


teet projections 
that fit into each other. It is the 
largest known shell, weighing 500 
pounds or more, while the meat of the 
animal alone tips the scale at .thirty- 
five or forty pounds, They are found 
in great numbers in the Torres Strait, 
and burrow, as it were, in the coral 
rock, their mantles and fringes show- 
ing and looking like great sea anemo- 
nes. ‘Though the shells are common, 
they are rarely secured, as no one cares 
to dig in the water a week to get one 
out. 

“They burrow into the coral rock, 
and their byssus by which they fasten 
themselves is so tough that it requires 
repeated blows of a hatchet to sever it, 
Where they are found they are used as 
fool, and the shells are cut up by the 
natives und used as knives, daggers, 
etc., while certain oval parts cut from 
the shell are bound upon the forehead 
as ornaments,

There has been little doing in 
militia circles during the past 
week. The committee of the mili- 
tary re-union awarded the prize for 
making the largest cash _ re- 
turns fortickets to company A of 
the Capitol City Guards, and was 
presented to the winner, Cor- 
poral Ellis of that company, on 
Friday evening, May 23d, next, at 
the armory of the Cadets, in the 
presence of ull the companies, The 
prize is a splendid gold hunting- 
case Waltham watch We slipped 
into an unintentional error im our 
comments upon this entertian- 
ment in our last issue. 

The suggestion was made by 
Capt. Kelly, at one of the officers’ 
meetings held to discuss matters 
connected with the emancipation 
celebration, and was agreed -to by 
each commanding officer present, 
subject to the approval of their 
companies, The officers present 
and agreeing, were Capts. Fisher, 
Fleetwood, Kelly, Gray, and Cor- 
nell, and their action was ratified 
by all the companies, except 
Co. B of the Capital City Guards, 
who refused. 

Capt. Simmons was not at the 
meeting, and was not considered, 
as at thet time it was expected 
that the five companies would take 
up every evening in the week de- 
signated. ‘The only assistance, 
therefore, rendered, 1n making the 
affair: the great success that it was, 
was those by Capt. Gray and his 
company, who to refused to take 
part in it or to visit it while going 
on. Capt Simmons and his com® 
pany assisted nobly, however, as 
they did not even do the committee 
the courtesy to acknowledge the 
reveipt. of the invitation extended 
to them; so we are informed by 
members of the committee, 

It is a very unfortunate state of 


affairs, that there seems no com- 
mon ground upon which all of our 


companies can meet in true trater- 
nity. Why cannot some —repre- 
sentative friends, honorary mem- 
bers, or others of the several or- 
ganizations, hold a mutual confer- 
ence and endeavor to reach and 
remove the causes of these dis- 
agreements, instead of stirring up 
strife between them, as many do, 
by honestly mistaken ideas doubt- 
less, but still mistaken. We com- 
mend the matter to the influen- 
tial members of each company.

MIXED SCHOOLS? 


AN ADDRESS DELIVERED BEFORE THE 


Celored National Press Axsso- 
ciation, 


IN REPLY TO MESSRS. GEO. H. RICH- 
ARDSON, OF THE ADVOCATE AND 
R. 8. SMITH, OF THE NEW 
YORK GLOBE,

women? Should we not prefer them tb all 
others? Some of the advocates of mixed 
schools have deemed it wise to marry white 
women, beleiving, they say, that it will tend 
 strengtheu the intellect. This is some- 
thing beyond the sklil of scientists. By ma- 
ting a grass-hopper and a toad you cannot 
Strengthen the frog. There is but one thing 
the advocates of mixed schools regret and 
that, is no one bas been smart enough Ww in- 
venta remedy to make Negroes white. There 
are

who do not mix and succeed equally as well 
as those who mix. What have the Irish, 
the Jews, and other nationalities gained by 
indepeiwence? The Jews have their separ- 
ale schools and churches, the Irish have their 
Catholic institutions and they produced a 
Robert Emmet, the Jews their Rothechilds, a 
power in English finance. The Catholics de- 
mand you to abolish free schools, but not to 
mixed them. When the Jews are insulted 
they resent it. The white race don’t want you 
in their schools and you have not sense enough 
to.Know it. What has become of your race 
pride? You want to stiek your nose intoa 
bung-hole when you know the contents of the 
barre) is full of vinegar. You claim that 
OUR CCLORED TEACHERS 
have not sufficent mental capacity to impart 
as Well as the while teachers, but before I con- 
clude my argument I shall assure you that 
the Negroes have made better progress under 
the instructions of those of their own race 
ihan they have under the white race, and 
some Of the Colored press assert that we have 
some of the greatest and most competent col- 
ored instructors in the United States. 1 have 
arrived at that portion of the argument where 
Ishall endeavor to show that the colored race 
dou’t learn with any more rapidity under the 
instruction ofa white person than they do un- 
der a Colored person, and that otr schools 
will compare as favorably with any of the 
white schools. Howard University has a law 
and medical department. When Jehn M. 
Langston was dean of the law department, 
be graduated some of the flnest youug men in 
that profession. Those who graduated under 
Prof, Langston have made better progress 
than those who graduated under the present 
instructors of the inslitution. The whole of 
those who graduated under the present regime 
are all in office and affraid to sirike out, and 
while those under Prof, Langston and Prof. 
kK. T. Greener have made successful lawyers. 
Some are members of the legisiature. Under 
Palmer's administration of the medical de- 
parument, two-thirds of the Colored students 
failed, while two-thirds of the whites passed. 
When Palmer was removed and Purvis ap- 
pointed, these “duinb”’ students, as Palmer 
called them, passed. The medicai depart- 
ment is Making better progress under Purvis 
than it did under Palmer. It is said that Pur- 
vis is one Os the finest teachers in obstetrics 
and the diseases of women and children in the 
country. I take the best medical journals for 
my authority. The students claim that they 
can master those principles of medicine betler 
under Purvis thau they could under Palmer. 
This is a comparative iliustration of the two 
classes of instructors, which assures me to an 
extent that the colored race don’t learn with 
any more rapidity under white instructors 
than they do under Colored. Has it been 
proven that by mixing the two races that the 
brain of the Negro will be strengthened? I 
would suggest to the advocates of mixed 
schools, if they believe that their brain will 
be strengthened, then they admit that the 
brain of the white man is superior to the 
black man, which they bave been denying ino 
their journals. In the District of Columbia, 
THE CITY OF MAGNIFICENT DISTANCES, 
where the people are denied the right of suf- 
frage, Which make them a nonendily in the 
body-politica, a place where the Kepresenta- 
tives of the United States legislatesfor us, 
with outany dictation, a place where our pe- 
titions are disregarded, and our remon- 
strances treated with contempt, against the 
laws of the Constitution,a place where sixty 
thousand or more Colored people are like 
Spartan slaves, a place where the arristocracy 
and the money kings,and the monopolists 
are supreme, where ignorance, in some in- 
stances, predominate over intelligence, where 
the Pdets, the statesmen, the politicians play 
upon-man’s souland mind, and where the 
dignitaries of nations come to learn our sys- 
tem of government, inacity where our pub- 
schoois are located. With these perfections 
we bave the best system of public schools in 
the land. Our teachers are ansurpassed, and 
our percentage of scholarship will compare 
with that of the white schools, and in some 
instances, surpasss the white schools. 

The white schools in this city are as far be- 
hind the Colored in the art of drawing till the 
predjudice seems to be on the part of the 
white. The other side claim that it is against 
the Constiuttion of the United States to have 
separate schools. Idon’tdeny that. I don’t 
deny the fact that no legal restrictions should 
bé made nor dol deny the principle, but I do 
aver the practical inexpediency of the advoca- 
cy of the question at this time, owing to the 
ruinous effect it will have inthe South. But 
in those places where the advocacy of the 
question will benefit the Colored race then 
advocate. We must have some resiriction, 
some limitation. While it would benefita 
few, it will be damaging to the masses. And 
the masses must not suffer to satisfy the 
whims ofa prejudiced few. Itis l'ke the old 
fable of the Decree of the Gods, five thousand 
must perish to save the idols of the adultress. 
How many laws are enacted which are against

THE DANVILLE MURDER. 


Evidences assures us daily that 
the democratic party in the state 
of Virginia mean to rule or ruin. 
The latest intelligence from Dan- 
ville, the place that has resently 
blackened the annals of history 
with the foul murder of innocent 
Negroes on account of their politi- 
cal opinions, isfthat the democrats 
have murdered some of those men 
who testified concerning the mas- 
sacie that took place there some 
few months ago. What protec- 
tion are the Republicans to have 
in a democratic state? Shall they 
tamely submit to outrages that 
are being made against them. 
There is but one way to demand 
protection from the murderous as- 
sault made upon the republicans 
by the democratic party, and that 
is, an appeal toarms. We cannot 
louger eudure the cries of the Ne- 
gro asking for protection. There 
must be another policy adopted, 
there must be some measures in- 
augurated that will asure equal po- 
litical rights. It is ignorance on 
the part of the Negroes of that 
etate to go in with the Dezendorf 
faction, which has already worked 
to the detriment of the colored 
people. The policy of Dezendorf 
is to overcome the supremacy of 
the liberal party, which is the only 
salvation for the negroes, and 
bring the bourbons into power.

Mr. Beatty, who appeared with 
the Davis combination lately in 
our city, and won such universal 
praise for his magnificent imper- 
sonation and conception of the 
charaeter of Macbeth, was given 
a little stag diner at the 
of Mr. David Messer, by a few of 
his comrades of the late war. The 
party was small, the only invited 
guest, outside of Mr. Beatty, being 
the honorables, Frederick Donglas 
and B. K. Brace. The host were 
Messrs. M. M. Holland, of Mr. 
Beatty’s own Regiment, C. A. 
Fleetwood, Geo. M. Arnold and 
T. 8S. Kelly, who served in the 
same brigade with them for over 
two years. Lewis H. Douglass, 
Chas. R. Douglass, ann D. W. At 
wood, who served in the otber 
commands. 

After doing justice to the well 
provided board, Capt. Fleetwood, 
who presided, briefly sugamarized 
the occasion for the gathering, 
paying a high tribute to Mr. Beat- 
ty us a soldier, a gentleman and a 
student of Shakespeare.

went to the wall in 1873. During the day two 
banks—the Metropolitan National and the 
Brooklyn State bank—closed their doors, and 
seven prominent firms of bankers and brokers 
suspended, Wall street wasa scene of tre- 
mendous excitement, and was crowded from 
sidewalk to sidewalk with a rushing throng of 
people. Secretary Folger, however, helped 
allay the excitement by ordering the treasury 
department to pay the $10,000,(0) included in 
the 127th call in advance of the time set—June 
20—and the New York Clearing-House associa- 
tion, composed of sixty-three banks, held a 
meeting and resolved to stand by one another. 
This action in a measure quieted matters. 

THE deficit of John R. Eno, president of 
the Second National bank, of New York, was 
larger than was at first supposed, amounting 
to about $4,000,009. It was made up by his 
father, and the bank went on with its busi- 
ness, although a ao depositors drew 
out their money. r. Eno lost the money in 
speculation.

A FIRE which broke out at 9 o'clock in the 
morning at the Papachoag mill, Worcester, 
Mass. , so rapidly that many opera- 
tives were compelled to jump from the upper 
windows.

Native Home of the Potato, 


The impression is very general that the 
only home of the potato is in South 
America. This is an error, and arose no 


doubt from the historic fact that it was’) and backs 


first brought to the notice of civilized 
men from that country. Nodoubt it was 
the cultivated tuber that Raleigh took 
frcm there to Europe, and I lack evidence 
to prove that it was ever found there in 
its wild state. Authors seem to have 
taken little interest in the inquiry as to 
where its native home is, but 1 have abun- 
dant evidence to prove that it grew wild 
high up in the northern temperate zones. 
More than thirty years ago, Mr. Forsyth, 
of St. Louis, who had been for several 
= a hunter and trapper in the Rocky 

ountains, told me that he once camped 
in a sheltered valley in the mountains, a 
considerable distance north of the line of 
New Mexico, and that he soon discovered 
that his camp was in the midst of a con- 
siderable field of vines, which he readily 
recognized as those of the potato and 
with his hunting-knife he te a good 
supply, which he boiled and found them 
a rich accompaniment to his venison, 
which was almost his exclusive diet when 
in the mountains. As this camp was on a 
fine beaver stream he remained in it some 
time, subsisting largely on the wild po- 
tatoes, which he found both nutritious 
and healthy. He deseribed them as very 
small, the largest not bigger than a hazel 
nut and attached together by short 
connecting cords, a considerable 
number in a string. We sometimes see 
several of the culivated potatoes thus 
connected. 

About 1850 I was shown some potatoes 
near Lisbon, Kendall county, in this 
State, which I was assured, were grown 
from wild potatoes found in the Rocky 
Mountains, west of Tucson, brought by 
volunteers on their return from the Mex- 
ican campaign. They had been grown 
for several successive years, increasing in 
size every year till now they were of a 
fair size and good flavor. I procured a 
bushel, which I planted with fair results 
but as they were not as good as the pink 
eye, which was then the favorite potato 
throughout this country, I did not con 
tinue their cultivation. I investigated 
the origin of that potato and became sat- 
isfied that its claim was well founded. 
The late Col. W. B. Warren, of Jackson- 
ville, Ill., assured me that about sixty 
years ago he found the wild potato grow- 
ing on the banks of the Ohio river, and 
described them as much the same as 
those observed by Mr. Forsyth. 


Sugar. 


The safest sugar for any one to buy is 
pure loaf sugar, and it is much swecter 
than any other. The principal substance 
used in adulterating sugar is glucose, 
which is made from various vegetable 
substances, chiefly grain. While glucose 
is sweet, it is easily detected by the ex- 
pert because it is not so sweet as cane 
sugar. It is, nevertheless, very exten- 
sively used to adulterate cane .sugar and 
produce the which are sold 
in the market. putable dealers sell it 
as g! ucose but there are many dealers who 
sell glucose for sugar. The nature of 
of the glucose is to make a close, sticky 
sugar; it does not produce grains, like 
cane.

Tallow Candle Fish. 


In the waters of British North Amer- 
ica, as we are informed, there isa fish, an” 
odd fish, as rising in its ways as the 
sea-serpent, and infinitely more usefnl., 
It is a species of smelt, and may be poet- 
ically describea as an aquatic glow-worm. 
We are told it may be literally used in 
the same way as a candle, by a set- 
ting a light to the tail, when it will burn 
with steady as that of the 
“dips” which our grandfathers used to 
have to put up with before gas was 
invented. It is a small silvery fish, 
averaging about fourteen inches long, 
if exceedingly fat, and affords an excel- 
lent and valuable oil, and is so inflamma- 
ble that the dried carcass will serve as a 
torch, Among the natives the fish is 
known as the oolahan, and by them, as 
by others who have tasted it, is consid- 
ered one of the most delicious products 
of the sea, being far more delicate in 
in flavor than the herring. The fish are 
caught in wicker baskets, and are smoked 
as much as their oily nature will allow.
